‘AGUA PRIETA, Sonora, Mexico, April 
15.—Mexican national troops, numbering 
nearly 1000, eamped early today at the 
mouth of a canyon to the west of Agua 
Prieta, in the first mountain range and 
along the route to Cananea. 

They have moved up in various detach- 
ments from the Cananea and Arizpe lo- 
calities. 

From all appearances, the biggest bat- 
tle of the Mexican revolution thus far 
is imminent. 

‘The rebels in Agua Prieta have been 
augmented over night by the reinferce- 
ments of Garcia’s number to approxi- 
mately 1000 well armed men. Further re- 
infopeement from the bands still in the | 
fields to the south are expected : 

Signal Fires All Night. 

The rebel commanders have had 
scouts out all night and today watch- 
ing for the approach of the enemy. 
Throughout the night they ere 
their signal fires along the fringé of 
foothills south and west of the bor- 
der, and today their horsemen coursed 


f roads leading into Agua Printa. 


The rebel chiefs have acted on the 
orders from the United States that 
they shall refrain’ in future engage- 
ments from firing into Douglas, Ariz., 
and they declared today their inten- 
tion of carrying the battle to the Fed- 
eral troops the moment the latter ap- 
peared on the open plain surrounding 
Agua Prieta on the Mexican side. 

Whenever the Mexican troops ap- 
pear they will precipitate the combat 
out on the desert and behind the firing 
range of the boundary. 

Reinforcements Scen, 
Two long columns of troops were dis- 
covered at 10 a. m. coming toward Agua 


» Prieta from the westward, in the midst 


of a huge cloud of dust. When within 
three miles of town they were recog- 
nized as the rebel command of Juan 
Cabral. The #fen were mounted and 
were galloping their horses most of 
the, time. 

These reinforcements were due at 
Agua Prieta within an hour, and their 
 fdvent was hailed with rejoicing by the

William J. Lemp died Feb. 13, 1904. 
He left everything to his wife, Juilia, 
expressing his confidence that she would 
do the right thing by the children and 
Marian, the grandchild.

Point in Dispute. 

Mrs. Lemp died March 6, 1906. In her 
will she stated that the interest of 
Marian Lemp ahd her mother had: been 
purchased, and she accordingly left 
them nothing. 

The petition now filed states that the 
property mentioned in Mrs. Julia Lemp’s 
will as having been purchased from 
Marian and her mother wa’ no part of 
the -estate of William J. Lemp. that 
came to Mrs. Julia Lemp from him, but 
was the separate property of Marian 
Lemp and her mother, which came into 
their possession before William J. Lemp 
made his will. 

It is alleged in the petition that Mrs. 
Julia Lemp purchased the property from 
Irene and Marian Lemp at a fair mar- 
ket price, and that it was in no sense | 
a gift or donation.

The links were melted by the fire, so 
that the doors closed automatically 
to protect the shaft. . 


The door on the sixth floor could 
be opened just wide enough for -the 
firemen to squeeze through it. All 
the other doors seemed to be in per- 
fect condition. I do not believe it 
Was due to carelessness that the 
door on the sixth floor was not in 
better working order.

PARIS, April 15.—J. Pierpont Morgan 
has written to M. Dufardin-Beaumetz, 
Minister of Fine Arts, offering to re- 
store to France the religious relic known 
as St. Martin’s head, which dates from 
the Middle Ages. If the Minister is 
right, Morgan has been ‘‘stung,”’ tpsise 
an Americanism. 

Dufardin-Beaumetz asserts now that 
the ‘‘relic’’ Morgan bought is not the 
original, which was stolen from the 
little church at Soudeille-sur-Uzel in 
1907, but a copy made in 1900. whilé the 
criginai was being shown at the Paris 
exhibition of that year. 

The enamel! and jewels on the original 
were placed on the copy which Morgan 
bought in London; the original, shorn 
of its jewels and ornaments. was bought 
by a Belgian collector and is in Brussels 
now, says the Minister of Fine Arts, 
himself a distinguished art critic. 

Morgan will proceed against the dealer 
who sold him the copy, it is expected.

Democrats and Republicans Ex-}1 
pected to Join in Passing Bill 
After Discussion.

WASHINGTON, April -15.—The reci- 
procity bill enbodying President. Taft's 
tariff compact with Canada and differ- 
ing in no essential details from the Mc- 
Call bill, passed by the House last ses- 
sion, was taken up in the House today. 
For three days it is expected to hold 
the attention of that bedy.. At the end 
of that time Democrats and Repubii- 
cans “are -expected to jo in passing it 
by a large majority. 

The debate on the measure was be- 
gun by Representative Claude Kitchen 
of North Carolina. In an,hour’s ad- 
dress, beginning with a review of Dem- 
ocratic pledges and performances, ‘he 
declared that the Canadian reciprocity 
bill was the first move toward a down- 
ward revision of the tariff. 

“A united Democracy gives thanks to 
President Taft for calling ‘this éxtra 
session of Congress,” said Mr. Kitchen, 
‘granting an opportunity to Democrats 
to quicken the fulfillment of their 
pledges to the people. How well they 
have. qmbra these opportunities thus 
far the records of the last 10 days will 
show.”’ | 

He declared the Democratic House 
had done more in the two weeks of the 
present session than Republican con- 
gresses had accomplished in 10 years. 
He referred to the passage of the bill 
providing for a _ direct election of 
senators; economy in the House 
management, election of the commit- 
tees of the House, passage of a bill for 
pre-election publicity of campaign 


Tunds and the taking up of tariff re- 


vision. 

Kichin said President Taft had 
called two extra sessions—the first to 
enact the “iniquitous Payne-Aldrich 
tariff act’’ and the second to give the 
Democrats a chance to undo it. His 
speech was interrupted by a demand 
from Representative La Follette of 
Washington, a new Republican member, 
to know if the difference in the price 
of wheat on the two sides of the Ca- 
nadian border was notevidence of the 
value of a wheat duty to the American 
farmer. 

Kichin said the price of wheat was 
fixed in Liverpool by the #orld’s sup- 
ply and that the difference between 
American and Canadian prices did not 
exist. Northwestern Républican mem-| 
bers fmmediately challenged this state- 
ment. Representative Davis of Minne- 
sota offered to produce figures to show 
that for 10 years a difference of 10 to 
15 cents a bushel in spring wheat had 
existed on the two sides of the line, 
but Kitchin declined to let the state- 
ment be read during his speech. .

1910, the 
worst hailstorm ever known in this locality 
visited Hillsboro. The hailstones were as 
large a8 goose eggs and many of them 
larger. The storm struck Hillsboro at about 
3:30 in the afternoon and came from the 
scuthwest, lasting only 15 minutes, but after 
it was over practically every west and south 
window in town was broken out. The stones 
were first about the size of pigeén exas, but 
soon grew larger, yntil some fell actually as 
big as croquet balis! 

Those who did not witness this storm could 
not be made to believe the stories told of 
the size of the hailstones or the destruction 
they wrought. Nearly every roof in Hills- 
boro was punctured by the icy missiles, and 
many of them had to be replaced. Some of 
them were patched up with new shingles and 
can be seen yet as repaired. Every slate 
roof was pounded to pieces, and the damage 
to glass and roofs amounted to, perhaps,

ways from that of the late President 
Harper, of Canon Driver, and of the 
Standard Bible Dictionary and the dic- 
tionaries edited by the Rev. D. James 
Hastings. 

Concerning the inspiration and divine 
authority of the Jewish Scriptures, the 
writer says: ‘All truth may be ac- 
counted divine, all great thoughts and 
noble sentiments may be regarded as 
inspired, but no more in this literature 
than in others, ancient and ‘nodern.”’ 

In the presentation of his views the 
author says: ‘Nothing could be farther 
from the writer’s wish than to impair 
or undermine the foundations of re- 
igious faith. But these foundations 
should be of truth and rest on know!l- 
edge and reason.”’ Opinions may differ 
as to the extent to which the danger 
here intimated has been avoided. 


With denials frequently repeated of 
divine authority for statements and ac- 
tions, the work examines in full detail 
the. different books of the Old Testa- 
ment, stating the date of each, as fixed 
by critics whose authority he accepts, 
and giving quite full and careful anuly- 
ses ef each in popular and readable 
form. 

Divinely inspired or not, the Bible {s 
an eminently inspiring book. As & 
literary product it ranks second to none 
of the great literatures of the world, 
while in power of spiritual inspiration 
and uplift it has taken the highest rank. 
Mr. Fiske’s book is critical, rather than 
enthusiastic, and much of it is hardly 
likely to inspire in readers much en- 
thusiasm over Bible reading or study. 
More nearly satisfactory in that re- 
spect is tlhe treatment of the Psalms, 
and the treatment of Proverbs. Ec- 
clesiastes and Job may be in general 
commended. 

The chief claim to originality in this 
work lies in its presenting the Jewish 
Scriptures ‘‘as an epic of the people of 
Israel in their great days.” It is ‘the 
greatest of epics’ in character and 
manner of production, being the pro-

“ DRIDGE TUCKER, Coadjutor 
Bishop of Virginia, is a grand- 
nephew of John Randolph of Roanoke, 
a graduate of the Virginia Theological 
Seminary and also of the Army of 
Northern Virginia under Gen. Lee. This 
information is necessary to explain the 
title of his collected poems. AS they 
have become known one at a time, they 
have been called for by their admirers 
until he has consented to their publica- 
tion under the title of “My Three 
Loves.” (The Neale Publishing Co., 
New York.) 

A& the first of these attachments was 
shown “in camp and field,” the Bishop, 
now devoted to the church as to his 
third love, may perhaps regret that his 
audience gives its loudest applause 
when, instead of the benisons of reli- 
gion, his verse is full of the noise of 
battle, set to such music as this: 

‘This much is left of all our fateful strife— 

These names that shine in hanor’s glo- 

rious sky; 
These dead to teach us how to live our life. 

Or show us how, if duty call. to die.” 

“In Love’s Garden,” as the second di- 
vision of the Bishop’s poems, introduces 
the conclusion, “In the Sanctuary.’’ 
When he writes from the inspiration of 
love for his family and his church, he 
writes like a poet who might have done 
great things if he had allowed nature to 
take its course after being born a 
poet, fit to become a bishop. When he is 
writing like one of Lee's soldiers, Vir- 
ginia may say that he was born poet 
enough for all his purposes, and that 
he needs no further improvement, as 
poet, soldier or bishop. 

It may say something of the same 
kind for another highly distinguished 
Virginia poet whose collected work ap- 
pears from the same press at the same 
time. ‘‘For Truth and Freedom” is the 
title of the collection whose title page 
bears the name of Armistead C. Gordon, 
rector of the University of Virginia. 
Like Bishop Tucker, he writes first of 
all for Virginia, hoping the world in 
general may be pleased with Virginia 
poems but making them Virginia poems 
at all hazards. All his verse is written 
with the ear of the musician, controlled 
by the style of the scholar. He sums 
his purpose in the lines on “Last
